According to one biographer, 
he started out by splitting fence 
rails for a neighbor at 50c a hun­ 
dred. 
As one of his first steps 
upward, he attended old St. Char­ 
les college for three years and be­ 
came 
especially 
interested 
in 
mathematics and surveying. Later, 
he was a surveyor both 
Charles county and the 
government. 
After 
serving 
as 
justice of the peace in his local 
township for two years, he began 
the study of law and was admitted 
to the bar in 1844. For a number 
of years, he held an appointment 
as attorney for both the 
and city of St. Charles. 
In 1852. Krekel became the edi­ 
tor of the St. Charles Demokrat, 
a strong German newspaper, and 
in the same year, was elected a 
representative from

Ante-bellum mansion# With fur­ 
nishings intact. The other Natchez 
women fell in with the plan and 
now they‘re all cashing in on a 
crop of tourists that increases ev­ 
ery spring.

U. S. Pork Supplies Conviction of 
Are To Be Shorter 
Harrison Affirmed 


Washington. April 6.—A m erican 
consumers w ill have to compete 
with the British this year for a 
smaller supply of pork products 
than was available in 1940. 
Although hog prices have been 
advancing since G o v e r n m e n t 
spending for defense got under 
way, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics said Sunday it expect­ 
ed this Spring's pig crop to be 
smaller than last year's. Not be­ 
fore next Fall, it said, w ill the im­ 
proved prices be reflected in in­ 
creased pig production. 
At 
the 
same time, pork shipments to the 
British are expected to increase 
under the Lease-Lend program. 
The reduction in pork supplies 
is an outgrowth of what farmers 
describe as an “unfavorable” hog- 
corn feeding ratio. 
Corn 
prices 
were, relatively 
speaking, 
“ too 
high” for profitable feeding 
to 
hogs. The Government's farm pro­ 
gram “pegged” corn prices 
but 
left pork prices free. Consequent­ 
ly huge surpluses of corn accumu­ 
lated. 
To overcome this relative short­ 
age of pork supplies, the Govern­ 
ment has put a bottom of $9 per 
hundred pounds on hog:— a price 
which is considerably above p res-' 
ent levels and which is officially 
described as “rem unerative” from ; 
the feeder’s standpoint. 
The beef and lamb supply situa­ 
tion is more favorable.

“Transportation is a necessary 
industry in America”, Mr. O’Hara 
said in telling of 
the 
part 
the 
motor truck plays in the American 
transportation system. 
Mr. O’H ara told how the Local 
Truck System started in 1927 by 
Mr. Sam Potashnick, who bought 
a truck to haul his own livestock 
to market. 
His neighbors asked 
him to haul for them and he was 
loaded both ways. 
From this be­ 
ginning grew the present Local 
Truck System which touches four 
states and is one of the largest in 
the United States. 
As the roads 
improved hauling by motor truck 
increased until in 1938 there were 
160,600 people employed in 
the 
motor truck industry. 


300 EMPLOYES 


He stated that the Local Truck 
System has 300 employes, 101 of 
whom reside 
in 
Sikeston. 
He 
stated that they have an invest­ 
ment of approximately $500,000 
in four states. 
There 
are 
17 
term inal stations outside of Sik­ 
eston. 
The total revenue for a 
year is approximately one million 
! dollars. 
Transportation 
is 
carried 
on 
principally by night. 
Besides the 
seventeen term inal stations there 
i are a num ber of pick-up stations 
which operate from the terminals.

driver and is then given a driver’s 
test before he is perm itted on the 
road by himself. 
Schedules between the terminals 
are based on the road hauling of 
speed not greater than forty miles 
per hour and not less than thirty 
miles. 
In each truck cab there is a sys­ 
tem which checks up on the driver 
showing each stop that is made by 
the truck, how long the truck was 
stopped. 
The Local Truck System owns 
85 tractor trailer units with bod­

It also 
owns 65

Arnold Krekel. one of Missouri'.« 
rm»st colorful 
historic.il 
figures, 
w as bom 126 years ago this week 
on March 12. 1815, near Langen- 
feld in Prussia. 
He im migrated to 
the United States w ith his parents 
in 1832 and settled near Augusta 
in St Charles county, Missouri 
K rekel’s career in this country 
w as from the beginning a varied 
one. 
According to one biographer, 
he started out by splitting fence 
rails for a neighbor at 50c a hun­ 
dred 
As one of his first step 
upward, he attended old St. Char­ 
les college for three years and b e­ 
cam e 
especially 
interested 
in 
m athem atics and surveying. Later, 
h e w as a surveyor both 
for 
St. 
C harles county and 
the 
Federal 
governm ent 
After 
serving 
as 
justice of the peace in his l»*cal 
tow nship for tw o years, he began 
the study of law’ and w as adm itted 
to the bar in 1844 
For a number 
of years, he held an appointm ent 
as attorney for both the county 
and city of St Charles. 
In 1852. K rekel becam e the ed i­ 
tor of the St 
Charles Demokrat. 
a strong Germ an new spaper, and 
in the sam e year, w as 
elected 
a 
representative from 
St. Charles 
county. 
As a legislator, he favor­ 
ed giving State aid especially to 
railroads and to public schools. 
When the C ivil war broke out. 
Krekel enlisted in the St. Charles 
Hom e Guards and later served as 
a major officer of an active force 
organized irom the hom e guards 
of various counties. An outspoken 
U nionist, he used his influence to 
hold the 
Germ an 
elem ent 
in 
M issouri to the Union side. 
In 1864, Krekel w as elected a 
delegate to the M issouri C onstitu­ 
tional Convention of 
1865. 
He 


was chosen president of the body 
and as such on January 11, 1865. 
signed the ordinance of em ancipa­ 
tion by w hich slavery was abolish­ 
ed in Missouri. 
Many of the more 
conservative mem bers of the con­ 
vention considered Krekel a "pure 
radical" who w ished to m ake the 
new constitution a reflection 
of 
German 
liberal 
d o c t r i n e 
in 
politics and religion. 
In 1865, w hile Krekel was still 
presiding 
over 
the 
convention. 
President Lincoln appointed him 
judge of the United States district 
court for the western district of 
Missouri. 
Krekel w as the second 
judge to preside over this court, 
serving 
after 
Robert 
W illiam 
W ells, who becam e first judge of 
the court in 1857, when Congress 
divided the United States district 
court for the district of M issouri 
into eastern and w estern divisions. 
A contem porary once 
character­ 
ized K rekel’s career as 
a 
prose­ 
cutor and later as a judge as being 
a "terror to evildoers." He did not 
believe in 
com prom ising

him. right w as right, and wrong 
w as not to be tolerated. 
In addition to 
his

judicial record. K rekel has a place 
in the educational history of the 
State. 
He w as closely associated 
with R. E. Faster in the founding

Jefferson City.

limited

ketability of the property.

The Balkans have appear­ 
ed heretofore to be somewhat re­ 
sponsible to Nazi pressure. m;!i- 
tant patriotism giving

prudence. Perhaps the most im­ 
portant result of the Yugoslavic 
revolt, up to the present date, is 
that it has been made plain to the 
world that the Balkan folk pro­ 
pose to be something other than 
mere chess pieces, shoved about

may suggest. 
Whereas the pressure 
exerted 
by Germany has nothing 
more 
than greedy expediency behind it, 
opposition 
is 
grounded on «an 
aroused patriotism, which some­ 
times bears fruit even under un­ 
favorable conditions. In any event, 
the Nazi grip on the Balkans has 
been broken. A stumbling block 
has been thrown into the road of 
German advance 
upon 
Greece. 
Hitler can proceed only by divid­ 
ing his forces in a 
way 
which 
brought down his 
condemnation 
on the tactics of the former World 
War. He is distinctly uncomfort­ 
able under the collar, and 
has 
reason to be. 
Our domestic troubles seem to 
go no further than strikes, 
but 
with conditions as they are, that 
is quite far enough. It cannot be 
denied 
that 
the public at large 
looks askance at strikes when they 
tend to cripple national defense. 
The British Aid measure is part 
of the law of the land. The Presi­ 
dent's signature has been affixed 
to the seven billion dollar appro­ 
priation. These also must not suf­ 
fer from strikes, if the trend of 
common opinion has been inter­ 
preted correctly. 
Compulsory mediation in labor 
disputes has been growing in fav­ 
or for many years.
